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In mid-June the Kwangtung Military District Command received from the Central 
and 3outh China Military Area Command a written message dated 12 June tht an 
armored battalion of 540 men with 54 x 42 ton tanks, each with one flat ira~- 
jectory gun and four machine gune, will goon be transferred to KEwangtung. ~ 

By late June vart of this battalion had arrived in the western suburbs o: 
Canton. Kwangtung Military Dietrict authorities were planning, when all ele- 
ments of thig battalion have arrived in Canton, te station them in the Huifeng, 
Lufeng and Swatow areas. 


In early July the Chinese Communist "Infantry School Number 25" was at Canton. 


In early July the 4 Company of the Truck Transportation Regiment of the °5 Army 
Group had arrived in Nuiyang, and the 6 Company of this regiment had arrived in 
Swa tow. 


On 4 and 5 July elements of an armored regiment and an artillery regimen® of 

the 15 Army Group left Tungshan ( ¥ 2, ), in the Canton area, and vrocee-ed 
alonz the Canton-Zuiyang highway toward Hulyang, where they were to be stationed. 
Thess elements consisted of 2,000 men, 18 x 60 mm guns, 60 horses and donkers 
and 12 armored cars, each car with 2 x 13 mm machine guna? and 1 x 25 mm gun.
